ment rose from 1G million dollars 
in 1934 to 3G.millions in 1942. 


And that Arkansas' per capita 


state debt load is $79.28, compared 
with $77.03 for Louisiana, $38.01 for 
Mississippi, and $2.83 for Taxes.

Lorient, Nazi 
Sub Base in 
France, Blasted 


London, Jan. 15 (IP)— The 
air 


ministi-y announced today the sub- 
marine base of Lorient, on the At- 
lantic coast of France, was 
heavily 


attacked last night 
by aircraft of 


the RAF bomber command, two of 
which failed to return. 


Explosives loosed by the raiders 


added to the havoc wrought by 
American heavy bombers in day- 
light Dec. 30 upon the port works 
and U-boat pens of Lorient, on the 
Brittany coast about 
100 miles 


south of Brest. 
Three 
bombers 


were lost in the Dec. 30 attack. 


With a population of about 50,- 


000, Lorient was 
the 
site 
of a 


French Naval 
arsenal, 
building 


yards and machinery plants 
be- 


fore it was taken over by the Ger- 
mans in May, 1940. 


The Royal Air Force operation 


marked a 26-mile 
push from 
the 


Zuhravskyoe region in a d a y ' s 
fighting. 
Farther 
south, 


the Mineralnye Vody - Rostov rail- 
way, 
other columns 
recaptured 


both the town and the railway sta- 
tion of Suvorovskaya and the vill- 
age of Grazhdansky - Prevy, 20 
miles west of Mnieralyne 
Vody, 


the Russians announced. 


On the Lower Don front, where 


the Red Army vanguard was last 
reported within 60 miles of Ros- 
tov, almost at the edge 
of the 


marshes and swamps that fill the 
river basin, the Russians reported 
they had taken six more populated 
places in bitter engagements. 


They said about 1,000 of the en- 


emy were killed and 22 tanks put 
put of commission 
in the 
battles 


in one sector and that ceaseless 
counterattacks were beaten off in 
another. Nine German 
planes were 


burned in a battle near a town, the 
regular 
early 
communique re- 


ported. 


The midday communique 
said 


G e r m a n counterattacks 
were 


smashed 
along the entire 
front 


during last night's fighting, 
especi- 


ally in the Caucasus where a de- 
termined Nazi effort was launched 
to hamper the Red Army advance 
toward Rostov. 


But, 
the Russians claimed, all 


the counterattacks were repulsed, 
the Germans suffered heavy losses 
and several settlements 
were add- 


ed to the list of towns recaptured 
by the Red Army forces. 


A numbers of places were taken 


also in the night's fighting on the 
Lower Don, the Russians report- 
ed, with 800 Germans left dead and 
19 of their tanks disabled in one 
exchange of counterblows. One of 
the villages taken in a Lower Don 
sector was described as a strongly 
fortified populated place. 


Southwest of Vleikie Luki, Ger- 


man troops wtih automatic rifles 
and supported by tank units and 
soldiers in armored cars attempt- 
ed to storm a Russian position but 
were hurled back with heavy loss- 
es, the war bulletin said. 


Growing Soviet confidence 
in 


ultimate victory was noted by Ad- 
miral William H. Standley, the U. 
S. ambassador to Moscow, 
who 


has just returned from conferences 
in the United States. 


Following an hour's visit w i t h 


Foreign 
Commissar 
Vyacheslav 


Molotov, Admiral Standley said in 


last night 
marked its 
fourth suc- 


cessive night raid of the week. Oth- 
ers were directed 
against the in- 


dustrial Ruhr Valley of Germany. 


This was the 58th Allied 
raid on 


Lorient and was considered evi- 
dence of a renewed determination 
to wipe out Hitler's prized U-boat 
base. 


In a foot note to the communique 


the air ministry commented that

the air ministry commented that 
"the great effort involved in keep- 
ing up the quick turnaround of 
large numbers of U-boats means 
that practically the whole of its 
(Lorient's activities in one way or 
another is devoted to the subma- 
rine campaign."

At Lo- 
rient itself there are

Lorient has been the target for 


three daylight precision bombnig

force in Britain. 


Four German raiders
